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Veterans Hope To Break Silence

For State MIA Committee Chairman Roland 
Gendron, the number was 35 years. For VFW Freetown 
Post Commander John Remedis, it was 21 years. This is 
how long it took for these veterans to break their silence 
about their war experiences. 

"The hardest part was coming back to the country 
not wanted/' Sgt. Remedis said, a Vietnam Veteran who 
was deployed in the army from 1967 to 1968 during the 
Tet Offensive. He said the political climate at the time was 
unwelcoming to returning veterans. He pointed out, "We 
didn't ask to go," but the moment he returned home he 
put his uniform away. 

Sgt. Remedis said he didn't open up about the 
war until 1985, when a co-worker urged him to display 
his silver star in his office. "That broke the ice," he said, 
adding that he later started a Vietnam Veteran Chapter in 
New Bedford to "make sure that never happens again." 

Sgt. Gendron - a marine - similarly waited 35 
years before opening up about his experiences in the 
Korean War. However, both veterans are doing their

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best to make up for lost time. Now Sgts. Remedis and 
Gendron spend a considerable amount of time visiting 
schools and senior centers throughout the SouthCoast to 
share their stories and insight. 

In a visit to Sippican Healthcare Center in Marion 
on Wednesday, November 3, the two veterans spoke to a 
room full of seniors about their military experiences and 
what it means to serve. About a dozen veterans attended 
the event, including Edward Hoops, a former colonel in 
the army, and Herman Bocks, a World War II Veteran who 
fought in France and Germany in 1944 and 1945. 

Between rounds of sing-a-long patriotic songs 
to a room full of flag-toting seniors, Sgt. Gendron shared 
a story about a nine year-old Korean girl who took the 
time to thank him for his service during the war Through 
a translator, the then 18-year old soldier heard the girl 
express gratitude for American soldiers who saved her 
family's lives. Clenched in her hand was a self-made flag 
with seven red stripes, six red stripes and 48 stars. "That 
stayed with me all of my life,'' he said. 

In his talk, Sgt. Roland emphasized that the 
United States is the country of 'T can!" He joked, "The 
only thing you can't do is hide broccoli in a glass of milk!" 

For Sgt. Remedis, military service is part of his 
blood. Two of his uncles served in World War II, his 
cousins served in Desert Storm, and his niece served in 
Pakistan. His family tended to pursue the police and fire 
service after completing their military duty; Sgt. Remedis 
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himself was a police officer and later a detective in St. 
Petersburg. 

"It is fun and enjoyable to provide education for 
the people/' he said. 

November is a month of gratitude, from 
recognizing and thanking veterans and current military 
personnel for their service to, of course, the celebration 

of Thanksgiving. So remember to thank former and 
current members of the military this Veteran's Day and 
throughout the year.

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a scare last Saturday evening, November 6, when they 
got lost in Marion's Haskell Swamp. At 7:46 pm, one 
hunter called the Marion Police Department to ask for 
help. The desk officer immediately notified the cruisers, 
the Massachusetts State Police and Lt. John Garcia, who 
requested help from the Southeastern Massachusetts 
Search and Rescue Team (SEMLEC-SAR). 

At 8:39 pm, patrol officers prevented a family 
member and a friend from undertaking their own search 
to locate the hunters. Search team members then met with 
two civilian volunteers, who had knowledge of the deer 
stands of the missing hunters and offered to assist the 
search team in locating the lost individuals. 

At approximately 9:30 pm, a search team member 
on an ATV and a ground search team accompanied by 
the civilian team was deployed into the woods. After 30 
minutes of searching, the team radioed in that they could 
see lights from the missing hunters. 

It was not until 10:36 pm that the SEMLEC search 
team and civilian volunteers exited the woods with all 
three missing hunters. According to the Marion Police 
Department, the hunters "reported to be in good spirits," 
and no medical attention was required. They reported that 
they had taken a wrong turn and ended up knee-deep in a 
swamp and found refuge on a small patch of dry ground. 

The hunters - whose names were not provided - 
are residents of Fairhaven and Dartmouth. 

Private Well Testing Urged in Rochester

A special meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was held on Wednesday, November 3, at the 
Marion Police Station. The purpose of the meeting was to 
bring together the boards of selectmen, boards of health

and town administrators from the towns of Rochester and 
Marion to discuss the source and remedy of perchlorate in 
the now dormant West Well. 

The well was shut down in September after a 
routine sample showed a perchlorate concentration in the 
drinking water of 2.2 parts per billion, which exceeds the 
Massachusetts state standard level of 2 part per billion. 
The West Well is located in Rochester near Gifford Park, 
and is one of Marion's five sources of drinking water. On 
September 17, the public was notified of a "public notice 
drinking water warning'' through advertisements in local 
newspapers and on the Town of Marion web site. Since 
the West Well was shut down, the current drinking water 
supply in Marion is safe. 

Marion Board of Selectmen Chairman Roger 
Blanchette called the meeting to order at 7:00 pm. 
Consultant Jon Gregory provided an overview of the 
situation and handed out an aerial view of the three well 
locations in Rochester. Mr. Gregory also provided the MA 
Department of Environmental Protection (DEP's) fact 
sheet on Perchlorate. According to the DEP, perchlorate 
is an inorganic chemical widely used in rockets, missiles, 
fireworks and explosives. The DEP fact-sheet indicates 
that the most common problem with significant exposure 
to perchlorate is that it disrupts normal function of 
the thyroid gland. Individuals with thyroid problems, 
pregnant women and infants experience the most 
problems with the chemical.

At issue is where the perchlorate originated from, 
how much of it there is, and which way it is flowing in 
the groundwater. A discussion explored several ideas 
concerning the source of the perchlorate, with several 
people noting that Gifford Park has been the site of 
illegal fireworks displays for several years. One attendee 
said that, hypothetically, if a bottle rocket ended up in 
someone's open well, that could be the source. Another 
possible source included a report of suspected illegal 
blasting on private property near Walnut Plain Road. 
Mr. Gregory said that fireworks most likely were the 
source after researching similar cases of perchlorate 
contamination around the country. After much 
speculation, it was agreed that more information and

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testing was needed to determine how to proceed. 

Marion Department of Public Works 
Superintendent Rob Zora spoke and said that he is 
working with the Massachusetts DEP to determine the 
next course of action. Mr. Zora said that the DEP was 
notified immediately and the well was shut down after 
testing the well twice with similar results. 

The September public notice had instructed 
anyone with any information on the use of fireworks or 
other possible causes of this contamination to contact the 
Marion Water Division at 508-748-3540. The notice also 
said: "This incident underscores the need for everyone 
to be vigilant in protecting public water supplies and to 
report any suspicious activity or dumping near sources of 
our water''. 

Mr. Zora referred to the Special Town Meeting 
scheduled for November 15 and commented on Article 
S3, which asks voters to appropriate, raise or transfer 
$550,000 for the design, permitting and construction of 
a 200 gpm resin-based ion exchange water treatment 
system at the West Well to reduce perchlorate below the 
state standard level. Engineers from Tata and Howard 
estimated the construction costs at $425,000, with $125,000 
in engineering fees. The system would serve both the 
defunct West Well and the East Well, which are only a 
few hundred yards apart. It was unclear if the article 
will be passed over or voted upon, in the event that the 
water treatment system goes forward. Another option 
is to abandon the West Well and develop another one 
elsewhere. 

The consensus at the meeting was to hold off on 
the proposed water system project until more information 
is gathered, including determining which direction the 
plume is flowing, how much of it there is and results of 
private well testing to see if and where any perchlorate is 
found. 

Marion resident James Lima addressed the 
boards and said that he was employed in groundwater 
testing for about nine years. He said that Massachusetts 
has the lowest level of acceptable parts per billion, at 
2.0, in the nation, while California has a 6.0 parts per 
billion threshold. Mr. Lima suggested continued testing 
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of the closed well to see if the level has decreased. ''In 
this business, we say that 'the solution to pollution is 
dilution/' he said. Mr. Lima provided various states levels 
of contamination and noted that the U.S. Department of 
Environmental Protection has not yet set an acceptable 
standard for perchlorate in drinking water. Mr. Lima 
suggested that the town of Rochester negotiate with 
a water testing company to get an affordable rate to 
encourage residents with private wells within one mile of 
Gifford Park to test their wells for perchlorate. Mr. Lima 
said there were three levels of testing at $150, $350 and 
$450. 

Both Rochester Selectman Naida Parker and 
Rochester Board of Health agent Sandra Keese said that 
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Find the Perfect Gifts 
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415 Huttleston Ave. Fairhaven 
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Rochester residents with private wells should be aware of 
this issue and get their wells tested. "Fm for an informed 
public/' said Ms. Keese. "The DEP could take their time 
in getting back to us. We should make Rochester residents 
aware of the issue and they can decide for themselves if 
they want to test their wells/' she said. 

The Rochester Board of Selectmen agreed to write 
a letter, which will go out to Rochester residents in the 
immediate area around Gifford Park, strongly suggesting 
that they test their wells for perchlorate. The towns hope 
that residents will share the results of the testing in the 
event that any contamination is discovered.

BOS Approves Higher Shellfish Fines 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Jordan Collyer at 7:10 
pm on Tuesday, November 9 in the Town Hall. Selectmen 
George Randall and Paul Silva, Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne, and Secretary Melody Pacheco were 
present. 

As the first order of business, the board approved 
the following action items: 

• Regular meeting minutes and executive session 
minutes for October 26 

• Liquor and food-related licenses for a lengthy 
list of local businesses 

• A 2:00 am closing for area restaurants for the 
New Year's holiday 

• The town clerk's estimated population of 
Matttapoisett as 6,500 as requested by the Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Commission 

The board then wrapped up a hearing that began 
on October 26 regarding a new pole placement request by 
NSTAR. Chairman Collyer reported that the request was 
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clarified to show that the pole was necessary to pull wires 
off of a tree. At the previous meeting, it was believed 
that the additional pole was needed only to provide 
leverage to another pole. The selectmen quickly approved 
NSTAR's request. 

Mr. Gagne and Natural Resource Officer Kathy 
Massey then presented to the board a list of recommended 
fee and fine increases for shellfish violations and dog 
licenses. "It is long overdue/' Mr. Gagne said. 

The town administrator distributed a spreadsheet 
showing that Mattapoisett's shellfish violation fines are 
consistently lower than neighboring towns including 
Westport, Fairhaven, Wareham and Barnstable. 

The board approved raising the fee for the 
following violations from $25 to $50: taking eels and 
shellfish / seaworms out without a permit; shellfishing 
more than once per week per species; taking shellfish out 
of season; obtaining a permit fraudulently; transferring a 
permit to a non-family member; taking a shellfish by skin, 
scuba, or snorkel dive; using an improper receptacle while 
shellfishing; and exceeding the limit on eel traps. 

Fines raised from $10 to $50 were approved 
for the following violations: failure to measure 
shellfish; failure to provide a name, badge and permit 
to enforcement person; failure to display badge 
conspicuously while shellfishing; taking shellfish without 
parental supervision; failure to cover seed shellfish; and 
failure to allow inspection. 
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Other fine increases for more serious violations 
include that for: exceeding catch limits from $25 to $125; 
taking shellfish in closed areas from $25 to $200; and the 
taking of shellfish after hours from $25 to $200. 

For the offense of taking shellfish in closed areas, 
licenses are automatically revoked. For other offenses, if 
they occur twice, a license is revoked and an additional 
$50 fee is charged, the selectmen agreed. The new fees will 
go into effect two weeks after public notification, which 
will occur shortly. 

For dog license fees, the board agreed to increase 
fees for spayed / neutered dogs from $7 to $9 and for dogs 
not neutered/ spayed from $10 to $12. Ms. Massey noted 
that Mattapoisett processes about 1,000 licenses per year. 
The board took no action on kennel fees, and Mr. Gagne 
said that he plans to meet with the animal control officer, 
and possibly representatives from the police department, 
to review dog violation fines. Mr. Gagne also stated 
that he plans to meet with the Department of Marine 
Fisheries on future shellfish relays to bring oysters out of 
overpopulated areas. 

In the town administrator's report, Mr. Gagne 
offered some clarifications on the process of registering for 
snowplow services on private roadways. He said anyone 
who lives on a private roadway - even individuals who 
have received such services in the past - needs to submit 
the release paperwork as soon as possible. The forms are 
available online or at the town hall, he said. If people are 
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having difficulty acquiring the majority of household 
signatures on their road, especially from summer 
residents, these signatures can added to the form in the 
summer or spring. "We are not looking to hold you up," 
Mr. Gagne said. Also, Highway Surveyor Barry Denham 
is updating a list, which is posted online on the town's 
web site, of all roads approved for plowing services. 

In other news, Mr. Gagne said that due to 
recent observations of the deteriorating physical state of 
Route 6 - including significant hairline cracking, road 
depressions, the unraveling of repaired road cuts and 
potholes, and the existence of dangerous standing water 
- he is planning to send a letter to Wareham, Fairhaven 
and Marion to form an ad hoc committee to handle these 
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issues. He anticipates that this group will meet with local 
legislators and start a discussion with the Massachusetts 
Highway Department on developing suggestions to 
address the road conditions. Some suggestions Mr. Gagne 
explored included having police chiefs and towns with 
planners discuss safety measure recommendations, 
meeting with Mass DOT to develop a new scrub up 
method of capturing storm water runoff, upgrading 
sidewalks and curbs to accommodate wheelchairs, and 
adding more lighting to the route. 

In other business, Mr. Gagne said he is looking 
to film and broadcast other town committee and 
board meetings. Currently, he said the town produces 
approximately $110,000 from franchise fees for public 
television, which includes educational, government and 
public access programming. Currently, Mattapoisett 
provides its own government programming for $10,000 
per year and the rest of the programming is provided Old 
Rochester Community Television (ORCTV). Mr. Gagne 
said he hopes the town will be able to renegotiate with 
ORCTV to receive one-third of the approximate $110,000 
to use for government programming. ''Using one-third of 
that money, we could get the right equipment and staff,'' 
he said, emphasizing his strong belief in giving the public 
a chance to watch what elected officials are doing. "Not 
enough residents appreciate what board members go 
through," he said. 

Also, Mr. Gagne said he is exploring using the 
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Mattapoisett Free Public Library conference room as a 
location to broadcast meetings. He added that library 
programming also could be broadcast for the benefit 
of town residents. Mr. Gagne said he hopes that town 
commissions, board or committees will come forward 
with an interest in having their meetings broadcast on 
public television. 

In notes and announcements, Ms. Pacheco said 
that the town hall will be closed for Veterans Day on 
Thursday, November 11. Further, the town's "Holiday in 
the Park'' event is scheduled for Saturday, December 4 
from 3:00 to 5:00 pm. 

The board then voted to go into executive 
session for the purpose of discussing ongoing collective

Delays Sewer Hearing 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Conserva- 
tion Commission was called to order on Monday, Novem- 
ber 8 at 6:30 pm by Chairman Tyler Macallister in the Mat- 
tapoisett Town House. Attendees included commission 
members Carmelo Nicolosi, Ken Dawicki, new member 
Peter Newton, Conservation Agent Rene Drouin, and 
Building Inspector Andrew Bobola. Jim O'Dowd did not 
attend. 

At the onset, Mr. Macallister announced that a 
hearing for a proposed subdivision project at Pine Island 
Road had been continued until November 22. 

For its first hearing, the commission heard a 
request for a determination of applicability (RDA) from 
Michael and Kimberly Ward to clear .25 acres to construct 
a shed at 26 Meadowbrook Lane. Mr. Ward added that 
an organic garden and possibly apples trees also would 
be planted. The proposed clearing is in excess of 100 feet 
from the wetlands, but is within the velocity zone thus 
triggering the need for ConCom approval. 

"We've received encouragement on all ends from 
abutters," she said. With little deliberation, the ConCom 
approved the request with a negative 2 determination. 

Brian Grady of GAP Engineering then presented 
a Notice of Intent (NOI) on behalf of Michael Solimando, 
who is seeking approval to reconstruct retention areas 
and finish roadway surface preparation at Appaloosa 
Lane. Prolonged construction at the site in the past led to 
flooding issues for neighbors, and this proposal aimed to 
mitigate that problem. 

"This will fix drainage problems so abutters don't

have lakes in their backyards/' Mr. Macallister said, not- 
ing that construction of a house requires an additional 
NOI submission. 

Mt. Drouin, Conservation Agent, expressed 
concern about the inadequate placement of flags around 
the resource area and the existence of a vernal pool on the 
property. ''All I can tell you, there are wetlands, wetlands, 
wetlands," he said. Mr. Grady responded that Kyle Re- 
search Laboratory replaced missing flags. 

In the end, the Commission approved the NOI, 
but voted to withhold Mr. Dawicki's signature pending 
verification of flags by Mr. Bobola and Mr. Drouin. 

Jeffrey Youngquist of Outback Engineering then 
presented to the commission an NOI for a single-family 
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home at the corner of Whaler's Way and Mattapoisett 
Neck Road. In response to comments from the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection, Mr. Youngquist noted 
that the applicant, Jeanne Downey, agreed to downsize 
the house to reduce the environmental impact. 

Mr. Youngquist further noted that the house 
would be built on one of two adjacent lots owned by the 
applicant. "If you combine lots, you lose grandfather- 
ing,'' he said. Some confusion arose as to whether the lots 
already are merged and whether maintaining the grand- 
fathered setbacks for just one lot is allowable. "F ve never 
heard of anything like this and I don't like it at all," Mr. 
Dawicki weighed in. Mr. Bobola recommended a require- 
ment that would put a deed restriction on the other lot so 
it cannot be developed. The applicant Mr. Downey did 
state that he pays taxes separately for both lots. 

Mr. Macallister recommended moving the house 
further away from the marsh resource area and towards 
the river, which is separated by a road. The applicant de- 
termined through research that the grandfathered lot does 
not have to abide by the Massachusetts Rivers Protection 
Act. Mr. Macallister stated that in the final analysis, he 
feels moving the house away from the wetlands is better 
for the environment, even though it is closer to the river. 
Gary P. Johnson of the Mattapoisett Lands Trust - also 
present at the meeting - concurred with these thoughts. 
Mr. Macallister stated that he would personally contact 
the Department of Environmental Protection to explain 
these views. 

At the hearing's conclusion, the commission 
indicated that it would need an alternative analysis show- 
ing the proposed home further away from the wetlands. 
In the meantime, to keep the ball rolling, the commission 
will send a letter to the ZBA supporting the position of 
maintaining a single lot given that a deed restriction is put 
on the second lot. That way, the applicant can receive ap- 
proval for the setbacks prior to meeting with the commis- 
sion again with the alternative analysis. 

A hearing for an NOI to construct to a new sewer 
collection and associated pump station was continued 
until November 22 due to improper abutter notification. 
Matt Sheridan of Tighe and Bond, representing the Mat- 
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tapoisett Board of Water and Sewer Commissioner, said 
that a clerical error led to a failure to notify 45 abutters, 
but notices were sent out on Tuesday, November 2 to ac- 
count for the mistake. The commission agreed that it was 
uncomfortable proceeding with the hearing because five 
working days had not passed since the final notification. 
'T feel out hands our tied. [Improper abutter notification] 
can be used as a point of appeal," Mr. Newton summed 
up. 

With nothing left on the agenda, the commission 
adjourned at 8:10 pm.

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee was called to order by Chairperson Grace 
Knox on November 8 at 7:05 pm in the Center School 
cafeteria. Committee members present were Chairwoman 
Knox, Gerald Johnson, Virginia Beams, Charles Motta and 
Joyce Lavoie. 

Chairperson Knox opened the meeting with her 
report that stated that Superintendent Doug White has 
been with the district seven months and already has hired 
a new facilities director, director of curriculum and a CPA 
to assist with collaborative purchasing for the district. The 
committee applauded Mr. White for his accomplishments 
and direction of the Tri-Town district. 
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Ms. Knox said that she attended two conferences 
and reported on the highlights, including a session called 
Bridging International Gaps, which linked an American 
classroom with one in Mumbai using Skype and 
Facebook. The relationship between the two classrooms 
included essays about their national anthems, language 
basics and cultural differences. Ms. Knox noted that 
the Facebook connection was private, with only two 
instructors logging on and off and monitoring content 
during the exchange. 

Mr White presented the Superintendent's Report 
and began with a warm welcome to Elise Frangos, 
Director of Curriculum, who started with the district on 
November 1. Ms. Frangos is a PhD. candidate at UMass 
and is a Harvard graduate along with her extensive 
teaching and administrative accomplishments. The 
superintendent then discussed the Race to the Top 
initiative and said that approximately $7,800 would be 
available to Mattapoisett. Mr White attended the annual 
MassCue conference at Gillette Stadium in Foxboro, MA, 
which focused on how the latest educational technology 
is impacting today's classroom. ''We need to keep up with 
technology to be competitive in a global society," said Mr. 
White. 

The two principals then gave their reports, 
beginning with Center School Principal Rosemary 
Bowman, who announced that the Scholastic Book Fair at 
Center School will be held on November 9, 10 and 12. She 
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said that all classes will visit the fair and that parents can 
shop as well. All profits go to the Center School Library. 

Old Hammondtown Principal Matthew D' Andrea 
thanked the PTA for the purchase of tee shirts for all 
sixth graders. The shirts have the school name and can be 
worn by students on spirit day, at sports events and field 
trips. Mr. D' Andrea said that textbooks would be put in 
the town library for parents and students to access in the 
event that the book is not brought home from school. Mr. 
D' Andrea also said that the math books can be accessed 
online in the event of a child forgetting to bring home the 
book or if the parent feels that the book is too heavy to 
bring back and forth to school. 

In her presentation. Director of Food Services

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Suzanne Souza said that lunch counts increased in 
Mattapoisett after the words 'whole grain' were taken 
off the menu. The menu remains the same, but the 
marketing of it has changed. Ms Knox said that a recent 
speaker at the school spoke about the obesity epidemic 
and how the focus on nutrition is important. Ms. Knox 
said the message was that good nutrition improves 
academic performance, lunch should follow recess, and 
that increased participation in school lunch helps the 
district's bottom line.

Murphy also said that within the next two weeks, he will 
be able to view the energy consumption of the building 
from a computer at any time, day or night. 

The minutes from the regular session on October

In her monthly budget presentation. Business 
Administrator Katie Isernio said that the budget was on 
track.

RMS Addition Nearing Completion 

Rochester School Committee 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 
A regular meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee was called to order at 6:30 pm on November 
4 by Chairperson Tina Rood in the Rochester Town Hall. 
Also in attendance were committee members Robin 
Rounseville, Sharon Hartley, Timothy Scholz and Donna 
LaLiberte. 

Prior to the meeting at 5:30 pm, a tour of the 
construction site at Rochester Memorial Elementary 
School took place. District Facilities Manager Mike 
Meunier reported that the building project is on schedule 
and under budget. For the new addition building, 75 
percent of the classrooms are finished and ceilings and 
floors are scheduled for installation during the week of 
November 8. Mr. Meunier said that the boilers are 90 
percent complete, and will be fired up next week. The 
new addition is being heated with temporary heaters. The 
parking lot - which is open for use - is lighted by LED 
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lighting and will "cost us one -sixteenth of what it would 
cost using other sources/' Mr Meunier said. 

A Recognition of Achievement was given to 
RMS's green initiative, which includes the washing and 
recycling of milk bottles by students. Principal Jay Ryan 
said that the fourth and fifth graders wash and recycle 
175 bottles daily. "The students are having a hands-on 
experience and are enjoying it/' he said. 

Superintendent Doug White then warmly 
welcomed Elise Frangos, the new Director of Curriculum 
who joined the district on November 1. Ms. Frangos is 
a doctoral candidate at University of Massachusetts at 
Dartmouth and is a Harvard graduate with extensive 
teaching and administrative accomplishments. 

Mr. White reported that $7,011 in Race to the Top 
monies will be available to Rochester, and a meeting is 
scheduled to help determine how the funds will be spent 
over the next four years. Mr White attended the annual 
MassCue conference at Gillette Stadium in Foxboro which 
focused on how the latest educational technology is 
impacting today's classroom. "One of the most interesting 
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areas is how the iPad will affect education/' Mr. White 
said. 

Principal Jay Ryan presented his report and said 
that RMS currently has 557 students, with two more 
expected in January Mr. White commented that these 
numbers are important because eligibility for certain 
grants is based on the student population. Mr. Ryan 
said that the gymnasium will be closed for renovation 
work during the winter break. Mr. Ryan also thanked 
Charlie West - present at the meeting - who is serving 
an internship and is helping fill the vacant Assistant 
Principal position. Mr. Ryan said that the staff and 
teachers have all been chipping in to complete the tasks 
usually completed by the assistant principal. Mr. Ryan 
said that the MassCue technology conference highlighted 
the use of Whiteboard Technology in the classroom. 
Mr. Ryan said that there are two teachers at RMS who 
have done webinars and are familiar with benefits of the 
technology. 

In her report, Suzanne Souza, the district's Food 
Service Director, discussed the continued decrease in 
meal purchases at RMS, resulting in a loss in the budget 
projected for FYll. The current menu downplays the 
emphasis on whole grains, even though the menu remains 
the same. Several efforts have been made to increase meal 
participation, without much success. Sharon Hartley 
requested that Ms. Souza set a regular schedule to come 
to RMS to observe more and try to find a solution to the

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deficit, by balancing labor costs with food costs. "We 
need to get our finances in line/' said Ms. Hartley ''and 
we only have a limited amount of time to remedy this 
problem."

He added 
that over the next few months, the ORR and Marion 
teachers will begin their negotiations. 

In the principal's report, Ms. Rivet discussed 
the success of recent field trips. Also, teachers received 
training on ENO boards during the half-day of in-service. 
She said that the Volunteers at Sippican Elementary 
(VASE) - the school's PTA - is hosting a Sippican Soiree 
and she is ''hoping for a lovely turnout." She said a 
program with Tabor Academy Tutors remains in full 
swing, and she is focusing on having the high school 
students teach more ELA skills. Also, the Homework Club 
- for which local seniors assist students with completing 
their homework assignments - currently has six students 
and she hopes to expand the program. "We've chosen 
students who are having a hard time doing homework - 
there are as many children as grownups," she said. 

The school has gained ground on the goal to go 
paperless, Ms. Rivet said. Parents can access the "virtual 
backpack" through an icon on Sippican Elementary 
School's main web site. "We've gone almost as paperless 
as we can," she said. 

In other business, Ms. Rivet said that the School 
Council has reviewed the new anti-buUying policy, 
and questions arose as to where to draw the line with 
cyber bullying. The group will seek out answers to 
these questions. The whole district will vote on an anti- 
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Get Your Christmas Order In 

bullying plan on December 8 at the joint school committee 
meeting. 

In the financial report. Business Administrator 
Katie Isernio simply stated that the monthly budget 
is "right on target'' and she required no approval of 
transfers at the meeting. She also distributed data on 
lunch purchases at Sippican compiled with the help of 
the new NutriKids systems. In the month of October, data 
show that 398 free meals were purchased, 127 reduced 
meals were purchased, 2,847 full meals were purchased. 

Steve Murphy, Facilities Director, presented a 
lengthy report on work related to the Sippican building. 
He said the building maintenance committee ratified 
monies for emergency conservation measures, including 
replacing the circulator pump. Moreover, he said work 
is being done to install new direct digital control and 
demand control ventilation units. In addition, the facilities 
director reported that emergency work is being done to 
fix two secondary circulation pumps - one that is leaking 
and the other that is completely nonfunctioning. After this 
work is completed, water treatment will be installed, he 
added. 

Mr. Murphy also reported that about 50 percent 
of the school's heating, cooling or ventilation units are not 
turning off properly and that he is working on creating 
more communication pulses to shut the units down. "It 
is exciting to see quirks as they present themselves," 
he said. He said the new energy portfolio management 
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system will track electricity and gas usage and "put us in 
a position to maximize savings/' 

At this point, the committee approved the 
October 6 regular and executive session minutes with 
various modifications. 

In budget news. Chairperson McCarthy said 
that the budget process soon will be underway for 
fiscal year 2012. The superintendent met with all Tri- 
Town administrators and all towns agreed to create two 
budgets: one level service budget and one level funding 
budget. 

Ms. McCarthy reported on the latest Tri-Town 
regionalization meeting that took place on October 28. She 
said much of the conversation revolved around whether 
individual schools would look that much different after 
regionalization. She noted that MCAS scores and report 
cards are comparable across the Tri-Town communities. 
Also, money spent per pupil in the three Tri-Town 
elementary schools are similar: $8,000 in Marion; $8,105 
in Mattapoisett; and $8,046 in Rochester. She said the next 
regionalization meeting is scheduled for January 20, 2011. 
The committee agreed to appoint an additional member 
to serve on the regionalization committee due to Mr. 
Pateakos' inability to participate in future meetings. 

The committee then re-entered executive session 
for the purpose of discussing contract negotiations.

Results of ORR Mock Election

It has been a tradition at Old Rochester Regional 
High School for the social studies department to sponsor a 
mock election for students during the same week in which 
Tri-town Community members are heading to the polls to 
cast their own ballots. This year, students were allowed to 
cast their mock ballot during their lunch period, directed 
study, or social studies class. Participation for such a small 
school was actually quite high, with roughly 440 students 
voting, although that figure is slightly inaccurate due to 
some students filing joke ballots — submitting a friend's 
name for governor rather than voting for one of the actual

candidates. 

The ballots were filed and counted over the 
course of the day by history teachers so that the results 
could be read over the school intercom system prior to the 
afternoon announcements. In this year's mid-term mock 
election, the winning candidates for the various offices, as 
decided by Old Rochester Regional students, were Deval 
Patrick, Sean Bielat, and Peter Winters. Question 1 passed, 
but Questions 2 and 3 failed. 

Mr. Everett, the social studies department 
coordinator and chief organizer for the mock election, 
noted that the school election tends to be representative 
of the Tri-Town. Many students share political views with 
their parents and tend to vote similarly. In the results for 
governor, both Marion and Mattapoisett students had a 
similar data set to the actual voters in their towns, placing 
the candidates in the descending order of Mr. Patrick, Mr. 
Baker, Mr. Cahill, and Ms. Stein. In Rochester, however, 
the town voted to support Mr. Baker with Mr. Patrick 
coming in second, while it was the opposite in the school 
election. 

The students differed most with their parents in 
their supporting of Mr. Winters over Mr. Straus. All three 
towns voted to re-elect Straus, while both Marion and 
Rochester students voted for Mr. Winters. 

The votes were most dissimilar from the actual 
Tri-Town data for the three questions. Question 1, 
for example, was passed by Mattapoisett but not by 
Mattapoisett students. Marion and Rochester students 
voted similar to their town on Question 1, but Marion 
students voted differently on Question 2. They did not 
pass Question 2, but Marion voters did. On Question 3, 
both Mattapoisett and Rochester students differed from 
their town results in that Mattapoisett students passed 
the question (Mattapoisett voters did not) and Rochester

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students did not pass it (Rochester voters did). 

As confusing as this data may be, by breaking 
it down by the three towns, a strong conclusion can be 
drawn. In terms of elections, students tend to support 
the same candidates that their town supports. The towns 
also tend to support the same candidates. But on the 
questions, students and town members all have different 
opinions, and the data trends are not as strong. 

Overall, 436 students participated in the 
mock election by voting for one of the candidates for 
Massachusetts governor. There were fewer participants 
in voting to pass or kill the three questions, but totals 
still reached well into the 300s. These high numbers 
demonstrate that Old Rochester Regional is breeding 
politically aware students who will, hopefully, vote once 
they are eligible.

Some memory problems can be readily treated, 
such as those caused by vitamin deficiencies or thyroid 
problems. Other memory problems might result 
from causes that are not currently reversible, such as 
Alzheimer's disease. In general, the earlier the diagnosis, 
the easier it is to treat one of these conditions. 

AFA suggests memory screenings for adults 
concerned about memory loss or experiencing warning 
signs of dementia; whose family and friends have noticed 
changes in them; or who believe they are at risk due to a 
family history of Alzheimer's disease or a related illness. 
Screenings also are appropriate for those who do not 
have a concern right now, but who want to see how their 
memory is now and for future comparisons.

A Salute To RIF Honors Chris Byron

For 20 years, A Salute to Reading is 
Fundamental (RIF) has brought storytime to children 
at community schools. To recognize two decades 
of its annual week-long Read- Aloud Program, the 
organization is honoring one of its favorite volunteer 
readers: the late Massachusetts Superior Court 
Justice Chris Byron, a former Rochester resident who 
participated in the program for 19 years prior to his 
passing in March 2010. 

The organization's annual week-long Read-

and Friends, a supporter of Salute to RIF, is hosting 
a dedication to Judge Byron at the Alfred J. Gomes 
School in New Bedford. Those attending include New 
Bedford Mayor Scott Lang, Miss New Bedford Taylor 
Kinzlar, Rochester Memorial School Principal Jay Ryan, 
Joanne Byron, and other notables. Although the RMS 
is not participating this year due to 
construction going on at the school, 
several private schools in the Tri- 
Town - as well as schools across the 
commonwealth - are participating. 
Approximately 37 readers, including 
veterans, judges and area politicians, 
are confirmed to participate in the 
event. 

Ms. Byron, Judge Byron's 
sister, started A Salute to RIF in 
1989, thanks to the inspiration of 
her friend Joyce Hampers, the then 
Assistant Secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce.

RMS students fondly recall the judge's visits to 
their classroom. One year ago, Connor Dugan, an RMS 
fifth grader, was thrilled to be elected judge and to be 
able to hit that gavel on the table. Mr. Dugan and many 
of his classmates describe Judge Byron as an excellent 
role model to them. Mr. Dugan said, "Someday I want to 
be such a nice man like you." 

In letters to the judge from RMS students, they 
beamed to him, "You're a very special guy. You are also 
very creative with hands and brain." Another young 
student wrote: "The way you read the book, John, Paul, 
George and Ben by Lane Smith, really put a smile on my 
face" and "I love how you came by for the second year 
and spent your time reading to us." One girl said, "It's

Waiting for ^^Superman/' Featuring Geoffrey Canada 
and Randi Weingarten. Directed by Davis Guggenheim. 
Running time: 102 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

The "Superman" being awaited is the person who 
will fix the broken American educational system. Good men 
and women have tried for decades to fill that role. But then, 
to the accompaniment of ominous bass strings, emerges 
the evil Lex Luthor and his kryptonite — teachers' unions! 
According to Waiting for "Superman,'' the inchoate and 
divisive documentary by Davis Guggenheim {An Inconvenient 
Truth), children everywhere in America are suffering and dying 
because bad teachers are being shielded from accountability 
by such brimstone- stinking cults as the American Federation 
of Teachers. In all, the film is positively Reaganite in its scorn 
towards organized labor; it's disorienting to see a more-or-less 
liberal film (and filmmaker) casting unions largely run by and 
peopled by women (about 80% of U.S. teachers are female) as 
the Devil. 

Guggenheim allows that, despite his own respect for 
the good public-school teachers (his 2001 debut. The First 
Year, followed five rookie educators), he sends his own kids 
to private school. He also allows that not everyone can afford 
that option. Having said that, he wades into the morass of 
debate about American education and comes up mostly empty. 
Charter schools, non-unionized and uncrowded, are one good 
answer, the film says. Waiting for ''Superman" speeds past the 
information that four out of five charter schools aren't much 
better than public schools; it tracks five kids of various ages 
trying to get into charter schools, and we get to watch their 
anxiety at the end when they wait to be accepted by lottery, and 
their pain when they aren't. (Three of the five don't make it.) 

The way Guggenheim builds up suspense by, in effect, 
watching the life or death (in the film's terms) of five kids 
decided at random is a little sickening. We know very little 
about the kids; most of them, bashful and wary, don't open up to 
the camera, and we spend some time with their various parents 
or guardians, most of whom grew up in poverty and just want 
their kids to have it easier than they did. (One kid is actually 
already saying this about his own, hopefully years-in-the-future 
kids, as if he had guiltily internalized his mother's rhetoric.) So 
this human story, shakily carpentered, is surrounded by much 



footage of people in the educational system expounding on 
various talking points. Occasionally we get Michael Moore- 
style animated segments insulting in their we'll-spell-it-out-for- 
you-dummies breeziness. 

To get a sense of how haplessly simplistic the film is, 
look up Dana Goldstein's piece in the October 11 issue of The 
Nation, which points out that teachers' unions have worked 
closely with former or even current adversaries (like Bill Gates) 
to get things done for the sake of students, not teachers. Former 
D.C. public schools system chancellor Michelle Rhee, who 
resigned a few weeks ago, is held up as a mover and shaker 
instead of the often destructive and dismissive influence she 
actually was, while Randi Weingarten, head of the AFT, is cast 
as a human roadblock to progress. Harlem Children's Zone 
founder Geoffrey Canada is fawned over, though the movie 
doesn't mention that the HCZ benefits from millions of dollars 
of private funding. 

In truth, the movie hems and haws and then comes 
up with the missing "Superman": us. If we're to get through 
this crisis, we're all to band together and buy war bonds, uh, 
I mean do something — Guggenheim is unclear on what. The 
real problem, outside the purview of this confused film, is that 
American education is a broken system inside a larger broken 
system, and that external factors like poverty, crime, indifferent 
or toxic parents, and disastrously inadequate funding have more 
to do with the shameful state of our education than the demands 
of unions or the tenure of a relative few inept teachers. For 
those with money, there's private school. For those with the 
luck of the draw, there's charter school. For those whose parents 
have the time, patience and education, there's homeschooling. 
The rest will sink or swim depending on the toughness and 
innate smarts they bring into the public system — and that goes 
for the teachers, too. The times call for grimming up, finding 
a spine, and facing facts, not pointing at one group or another. 
Guggenheim points. I respond in kind, and will leave to your 
imagination which finger I use.

Rochester Green Ways 

When driving through Rochester, you may not 
realize that many of the roadside trees and gardens are the 
handiwork of the Rochester Green Ways Committee. You 
may have seen us out digging, weeding or planting in the 
town center (including Plumb Library), Hartley Road, and 
the Bradford Lane / Grange areas. 

The Green Ways Committee started because 
several of us noted that old pictures of the town showed 
our roads lined with stately elms. When Dutch Elm 
Disease wiped out these trees, nothing was planted in 
their place. We began planting memorial trees along the 
curve of Rounseville Road at Plumb Corner in the spring 
of 2001. Green Ways doesn't have a line in the town's 
budget; instead, we rely on donations from folks who 
wish to honor or remember someone special by planting 
a tree. If you look closely, you will see an engraved 
brick below each tree. After considerable research, the 
committee chose ten species of trees to plant, knowing 
that a variety of trees reduce the risk of loss from new 
diseases. 

In addition to planting memorial trees, we also 
plant and maintain the gardens in the town center and at 
the intersection of Walnut Plain and Marion Road. Last 
year, we planted a wildflower garden on either side of the 
path that connects Dexter Lane and New Bedford Road.
